Israeli court rejects 
Arab landowners^ plea 


TEL AViy, March 16 (Agen- 
das) The Israeli Supreme 
Court has rejected petitions 1^ 
Arab landowners on the occui^d 
West Bank chaBen^g the seizure 
of two tracts of land by the military 
government for use as Jewish set- 
tlements. 

The ruling Thursday said tbe 
militaiy government had tbe right 
to take the land for security 
reasons and- that settlemcnrs were 
an internal part of Israers security 
needs. 

The petitions were filed by 12 
Arab landowners in El-Bireh, five 
miles north of Jerus:tiem, and by 
13 landowners at Tubas, 19 mfles 
noitheast of Jerusatem. 

Tbe petition aigued that the 
mililaiy government had no tight 
to expropriate the land for dviHan 
settlements, only for military 
camps. Tbe land was taken sevet^ 


years ago and compensation has 
not been paid. 

When plans were announced 
for settlements to be set up at the 
rites, the Arab landowners got a 
temporaiy injunction to bah con- 
struction onto the high court could 
bear tbe case. 

“This is lawful, accordSng to the 
ninitary law in force in the 
occupi^ territory and does not 
contravene international bw. as 
laid down in The Hague Conven- 
tion, concenurig ocaqned ter- 
ritories,” the jud^ claimed.

Inquiry finds Belfast police brutality 


l.9NDON.March An 

official British inquiry, headed by 
a senior judge, reponud Friday 
that there had been instances of 
brutaiiiy against guerrilla suspeeb* 
in Northern Ireland. 


The investigation derermined 
that there were cases were medical 
evidence indicated injuries sus- 
tained during detention were not 
Self-inflicted. 

"This is indicated bevond all 


doubt by the nature, severity, sites 
and number of separate injuries in 
one person" the report said. “An 
example would be hcmorriiage 
into the eve, a swollen nose, a cut 
lip and multiple bruises on various 



parts of the body, all in one pris- 
oner." 

The inquiry, headed by a judge. 
Hany Bennett, said there were 
odier cases where complaints of 
physical ill-treatment during 
interrogation were clearly fabri- 
cated and others where the 
injuries were undoubtedly self- 
inflicted. 

The three-man inquiry team, 
which included a former police 
chief inspector and a professor of 
clinical neurology at London Uni- 
versity, was appointed by the gov- 
ernment last year after barges of 
brutality brought by Amnesty 
International, the London-based 
human rights group. 

Controversy was further 
aroused by allegations during the 
past week by a police surgeon. Dr. 
Robert Irwin, that over three 
years he had examined some 150 
terrorist suspects from the Cast- 
lereagh interrogation center out- 
side Belfast who he said had been 
beaten up by detectives. 

Britain's Northern Ireland 
Oftice complained that the televi- 
sion program, in which Irwin 
made his charges was predictably 
one sided saying it did not touch 
on the violations of human rights 
embodied in murders, tortures, 
“knee-cappings.'* bombings and 
maimings carried out by the Provi- 
sional Irish Republican Army. 

Sources reported the committee 
recommended several major 
changes in police procedure to 
prevent abuses and ^eguard sus- 
pects held at Castlerea^, includ- 
ing greater access by their lawyers 
and closed-circuit television 
monitoring of interrogations.

BELFAST. March 16 (AP) — 
Reporters have been admitted for 
the first time to the Maze Prison, 
where 375 Irish Republican Army 
guerrillas live in self-inflicted 
degradation — naked, bearded 
and unwashed — to protest being 
treated as common criminals. 

The prisoners, c^ed "men on 
the blankef because they wear 
only blankets, are trying to force 
the government to give them back 
political prisoner status, which 
was abolished Mardi 1, 1976.

44 casualties announced 
in China Trident crash 


PEKING March 16 (R) — 
China Friday put the number of 
casualties in Wednesday’s Trident 
airliner crash at 44 — less than a 
quarter of the number originaOy 
feared killed. 

An official Foreign Ministry 
statement did not differentiate 
between deaths and injuries, 
merely referring to casualties. 

Neitiier did it say bow many of 


the casualties were suffered on the 
ground when the plane crashed 
into a factory shortly after taking 
off from a military airfield in E*ek- 
ing^s western suburbs. 

The statement said the crash 
was caused by “negligence in a test 
flight after repairs." This was 
taken to mean negligence on the 
part of the flight crew rather than 
that of ground maintenance work- 
ers.

After his visit to the Maze. 
Peter Martin, Belfast bureau diief 
for the Irish new^)aper“The Cork 


Examiner." said reporters were 
not allowed to talk with prisoners. 
So. “in all fairness 1 couldn't get 
any impression about the allega- 
tions of brutality made by prison- 
ers against prison officers. The 
government seemed to go out of 
its w'ay to show that despite the 
protest they are trying lo handle 
the prisoners in a humanitarian 
way.” 

Prison officials said allowing the 
prisoners to be interviewed would 
further IRA propaganda. Repor- 
ter Ian Graham said, “the hospital 
doctor told us that the prisoners 
were not falling Ql from their 
actions because they are not mix- 
ing. They are living with their own 
bugs." ’The doctor also said the 
prison staff has. on occasion, forc- 
ibly cut the prisoners’ hair and 
deloused them. 

Graham, chief reporter in Bel- 
fast for the British Press Associa- 
tion. wrote: "The.^nch hits us at 
the door. Inside the solid wooden 
door and heavy iron security 
gates, the air hung heavy with the 
pungent smell of human feces. 
The 375 convicted men, including 
12 Loyalists (Protestants) who 
refuse to wear prison clothing but 
who do wash, have created 
actrocious conditions for them- 
selves."

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WHAT PEACE ? 


Someone once described happiness as the ratio o£ achievements to 
aspirations. Under this definitiun the Arab world must be a very 
unhappy place indeed. 

At the outset of President Anwar Sadat's peace offensive 16 
months ago. many Arabs — in varying degrees of frankness — hoped 
that the Egyptian leader would succe^ in bringing to an end the bitter 
hatred and violence that have plagued the area in the last three 
decades. The Arabs — without exception — would like to see peace 
return to area that is indesperateneed of it. and would like to see 
the huge sums of money that go into maintaining existing war 
machines serve the staggering development needs of the area. The 
proposed peace treaty between Egypt and Israel makes that dream 
more distant than ever. 

What do the Arabs hope for ? 

The Palestinians have eonsistently maintained that the peace they 
want must be based on the establishment of an independent state and 
the restoration of the right to live as a free and independent people. 
The self-rule envisaged by the treaty does little to satisfy those aims, 
and to expect any Palestinian to accept the plan is naive at best. 
Another thorny ^Icstinian issue neatly ignored is the question of 
repatriation. Israeli leaders have gone on record in denying the 
Palestinians living abroad the right to return to their own country. 

Syria and Jordan, who together with E^pt bore the bnmt of 
Israefs adventurism, also want the restoration of Palestinian rights 
and the return of occupied territories lost in the 1967 war. Now 
described as warmongers by the Americans and Israel, the two 
northern Arab neighbors are probably in the greatest need of peace 
considering their meagre resources and the resulting strain of main- 
taining war economics. Confrontation states want peace more than 
anybody else, bui the peace they secA' must be a just and permanent 
one. Tlie Egyptian-lsraeli treaty lacks the ingredients to convince 
them of the merits of joining in. 

Lebanon, although .never directly involved in the Arab-lsraeli 
wars, has suffered more than most from the ongoing conflict, and the 
upcoming treaty promises further suffering. Israel has kept its “ war 
option " open through its direct involvement in the Leban^ con- 
^ct. and if fears of Israeli intentions to “ punish " Syria prove 
founded. Lebanon wiU be the most Jikely ground for Israel's “ pun- 
ishment. " 

The rest of the Arab world and the " support states ” — in addition 
to their desire for the return of occupied territories, particularly 
Jerusalem — have for long financed the Arab war effort and have 
provided PalL*stinions and other Arab victims of the conflict with 
refuge and employment even when that was difficult Agmn the 
treaty fails to promise any changes, and their lack of enthusiasm is 
hardly surprising. 

We can onl> hope that the situation is not beyond repair, and that 
the region uill be spared the looming tragedy.

event of a new invasion of the 
South.

U.S. intelligence re-assessment 
of its various sources of informa- 
tion led to the upward revision, 
which persuaded President Carter 
to suspend for the time being 
planned withdrawals of U.S.

NEW DELHI — 

Alexei Kosygin wore his famil- 
iar frown when he arrived on an 
official visit to India last week and 
— perhaps symbolically — was 
all smilesai his departure six days 
later. 

Kosygin must have left India 
well satisfied if, as diplomats were 
saying, be wanted assurances that 
Moscow's three-decade friend- 
ship with India was still strong. 

The 7S-year-old Communist 
leader said just before boarding 
his jet for Moscow that he had 
been able to confirm the “mutual 
respect, confidence and mist” 
between India and the Soviet 
Union. 

”We have agreed more than 
anybody else could,” Prime Minis- 
ter Morarji Desai toid reporters. 

Western diplomats here seem 
ready to take at face value the 
principals' statement that Indo- 
Soviet relations are alive and well. 

“In times of stress, it is natural 
for India to feci comfortable” in 
its traditional embrace with Mos- 
cow, said one observer who has 
followed the situation for years. 

The current stress was brought 
by a series of recent developments 
reinforcing India's need for con- 
tinued co 2 y ties with the Soviet 
Union. 

These were the instillation of a 
pro-Soviet regime in nearby 
Afghanistan last year, the ouster 
of the Shah of Iran, instability in 
Pakistan, China's attack on Viet- 
nam and troubles with the United 
States over the supply of uranium 
fuel for an American-built atomic 
reactor in India. 


When he became prime minis- 
ter in 1 977, Desai proclaimed an 
Indian policy of “genuine 
nonaJignmenC and an end to the 
“special relation^' with the Soviet 
Union, often mentioned by his 
predecessor, Indira Gandhi. 

Two years later. Indian officials 
avoid the term “special relations" 
but declare thaL as External 
Affairs Minister A.B. Vajpayee 
said, "Soviet Russia occupies an 
important place in our interna- 
tional relations.” 

The Indians say that relations 
are better with the United States 
and certainly no worse with the 
Soviet Union. 

Moscow is given high marks for 
adjusting to a relationship in 
which Indian needs get more rec- 
ognition. Thus, the Indian side is 
welcoming the new lO-to-15 year 
economic agreement signed by 
Kosygin as giving “new dimen- 
sions” to ties that both countries 
desire to promote. 

Local officials said the pact 
promotes Indian self-reliance bv 
providing for factories to be paid 
for by part of the production. It 
differs from aid from other 
wuFces in which India "is left on 
its owrn to repay," one said. 

Troubles over the supply of 
American nuclear fuel for the 
U.S. 7 buiit atomic power station at 
Tarapur. near Bombay, have 
prompted India to talk of turning 
to new sources if the 1963 Indo- 
U.S. fuel supply agreement is 
broken. The Soviet Union is men- 
tioned as a potential source. 

The joint communique conclud- 
ing Kosygin's visit found “great 
significance in the development of 


Indo-Soviet cooperation in the 
field of peaceful uses of atornie 
eneigy.” 

The supply of American 
uranium is threatened by the new 
U.S. Nuclear Proliferation Act 
forbidding shipments to countries 
such as India that refuse to open 
their entire nuclear programs to 
internationai in^Tection. 

Desai says this is discrimi- 
natory. The Soviet Union reserves 
the right to inspect projects it sup- 
plies, but not a country's entire 
nuclear program. 

With their attack on Vietnam, 
the Chinese removed almost 
overnight a question of major 
concern to Moscow, the possibility 
of a thaw in relations between 
India and China, cool since thetr 
1962 border war. 


Vajpayee was actually in China 
on a normalization mission when 
the Chinese attacked last month. 
Embarrassed, he cutsbort his stay. 
The Indians were especially 
offended by Chinese talk of 
“teaching a lesson” to Vietnam, 
reminiscent of statements during 
the 1962 war with India. Chinese 
timing couldn't have b^n better 
for the Kremlin. By the 
Kosygin arrived, Desai agreeably 
joined him in a joint declaration 
calling for immediate, uncondi- 
tional and total withdrawal of 
Chinese forces from Vietnam. 


Indian officials listened without 
embarassment while Kosygin in 
speech after speech called China a 
criminal aggressor. Experts now 
say normalization between India 
and China has suffered a major 
setback. fAP)

China’s long-term strategy?

BANGKOK — 

The firing appears to be draw- 
log down in the nearly month-old 
war between China and Vietnam, 
but some analysts believe the 
Chinese invasion was only the 
opening round of Peking's 
attempts to slowly exhaust pro- 
Soviet Indochina into submission. 

Vietnam was already deep in 
economic distress and mflitaiy 
entanglements wiffiout Peking’s 
armed intervention. 

The Sino- Vietnamese border — 
on land and sea — bristles with 
‘pretexts for renewed Chinese 
attacks. Peking has already 
warred that its troops might have 
to return to “punish” Hanoi if 
alleged Metnamese border viola- 
tions continue. 

That is not the only problems 
facing Hanoi 

In less than three months, 
Indochina has come under 
Hanoi's dominion, an old dream 
that is a new burden. 

Between 70,000 to 100,000 
Vietnamese troops are tied down 
in Cambodia fi ghting the tough 
guerrillas of the toppled regime' — 
and the onset of tiie monsoon 
rains, the dread of conventional 
armies in Indochina, is only a 
month away. The monsoons will 
turn many of the Vietnamese-held 
towns into islands and the roads 
into mud tracks, giving an edge to 
the qnick-striking, smaO units of 
the rebels. 

At best, military analysts say, 
the Vietnamese will frice an 
eiqsensive logistical nightmare in 
supporting their modem, meefaan- 
iz^ army throughout the country . 

'N^etnamese forces in Laos have 
been belping the Vientiane gov- 
ernment put down tfaree-year-old 
imnugendes and are now foc^ 
with the possibility that China- will 
support the dissidents to further 
dis^jate Hanofs eneigjes and tie 
down its troops. 

Laos has ordered several 
thousand tcjchnidans to 


leave the country but even if they 
depart, Chinese influence will be 
bald to erase in areas of northern 
Laos bordering China. 

The Chinese have been well- 
entrenebed in the nortbem pro- 
vinces of Phong Saly and Nam Iha 
since late 1961'When they began 
constructing roads souA from the 
frontier into the Laotian heart- 
land. 

“Even if the Chinese were 
forced out they would have good 
lines of cotnmuiucation to come 
back by different means. They 
have treated the local people weU 
and have support,” one' diplomat 
said. 

Laos. Vietnam and the Soviet 
Union have chided that the 
Chinese are putting pressure on 
Vientiane and are training and 
supporting rebellions hilj tribe 
minorities. 

Hanofs media have repeatedly 
accused China of aiming to subdue 
Indochina. There is every indica- 
tion that the Vietnamese take 
their own pn^>aganda seriously 
and that they a Chinese with- 
drawal will not necessarily end the 
conflicL 

At about the same time as Pek- 
ing announced it would pull out its 
troops, Vetnam declared general 
mobilization and put its economy 
on practically a war footing. Viet- 
nam’s militaiy leaders were forced 
to rush sutetantial number of 
troops from Cambodia, southern 
Vietnam and Laos to the north — 
moves that Peking bad presum- 
ably counted on to relieve the 
pressure on their ousted allies in 
Cambodia and to keep Vietnani 
running ragged. 

Just how much the actual Chin- 
ese invasion has hurt Vietnam is 
stiU difficuh to assess and analysts

Aside from this one incident, 
there has been nothing in 
Tunisia’s recent history even 
remotely similar to the Iranian 
reUgious reaction to the govern- 
ment of the Shah. Nouira said that 
a “fundamental difference in the 
social structures of Iran and those 
of the Maghreb countries" made a 
North AMcan repeat of Iran’s 
revolution unUkely. 

“When we consider that the 
religious mitvement has been ihc 
sole organizing force behind rhU 
revolution.” he said, “it is no sur- 
prise that this movement should 
have served as a unifying factor of 
all the Iranian people, or at least 
the majority. 

“ In the Arab Maghreb,” Nouira 
continued, “ the situation is differ- 
ent. The political forces here fol- 
low a natural process. They have 
been molded in the cast of the 
struggle for independence. 

“Hie religious element has had 
its share in buttres^g our politi- 
cal objective, and in fashioning 
our mo6s{ of figh^foS fo^ politick, 
economic and sod^ liberation. 
(But) there is a fundamental dif- 
ference in the social structures of 


Iran and those of the Maghreb 
countries. Neither in Tunisia nor 
in the other countries of the Mag- 
hreb can we find a religious power. 

“We are all Sunni Muslims and 
there are no specific power groups 
here," Nouira concluded. “Islam 
is the religion of equality and fair 
distribution of opportunities. We 
have no such things as distinct 
sects, or any preference for one 
»cl a^inst anotiier. Sudi is the 
difference, all the difference bet- 
ween us and Iran." 

The Destour Socialist Party has 
ruled Tunisia continuously since 
1956. when the country won its 
independence from France. The 
leader of that struggle for inde- 
pendence, Habib Bouiguiba, has 
been preddem since 1957 and was 
elected presidcnt-for-life in 1 974. 

Nouira, in addition to his dudes 
as prime minister, is secretary 
general of the DSP and bas been 
oCfirially designated as Bour- 
guiba's successor in the role of 
president. 

The 1 978 riots were the most 
serious challenge to the govern- 
ment since 1 956. They had been 
simmering for some time, how- 
ever. before they manifested 
themselves in violence. 

“The political problem did not 
arise until well after liberation," 
Nouira said. “In effect certain 
minority groups separated tbem- 
^Wes from the Party and tried, 
through political actions, I would 
not say to destroy the Party's cre- 
dibility, but at least to try to." 


The "minoritv" was led bv 
Habib Achour. the former secret- 
ary general of the UGTT. Achour 
was tried and imprisoned last year 
for his role in the January general 
strike and rioting. 

is the political thinking 
of that small group?" Nouira 
asked. “ Myself. 1 do not know. 1 
would even say that, as fur as ihcir 
Statements seem to know. I would 
even say that, as far as their siate- 
mems seem to indicate, their poli- 
tics are those we ourselves pursue.

Nouira traced the UGTTs dis- 
sent with the government to the 
1 97 1 congress of the DSP. He said 
the labor organization had been 
“infiltrated by elements such as 
the Marxist-Lcnintsts or Com- 
munists.” and that the UGTT 
heated up iLs political activism 
under leftist influences “all 
through the years L976, 1 977 and 
until early 1978." 

“Wage demands were beyond 
the possibilities of business enter- 
prises, beyond the possibilities of 
the nation's economy, and they 
began to look more like harass- 
ment than legitimate wage 
claims," he said. 

The UGTT was in many ways a 
branch of the Destour Socidist 
Party, and Achour used to meet at 
least twice a week with Nouira to 
discuss labor-government rela- 
tions. So whenAnchourumed his 
attentions increasingly to political 
actions — which, under Tunisia's 
law's, were iUegaJ — the govern- 
ment at first did nothing to stop 
him. according to Noura. 

“But when h went beyond the 
nationaJ context and reached 
other countries — we were aware 
of contacts having been made with 
foreign countries, agreements 
entered into between them, a 
favorable reception from a head of 
a forei^ state to a possible 
refugee in that country from the 
UGTT — the matter was becom- 
ing compFomiring." Nouira said. 

The foreign country in question 
was Libya, where Achour and Col. 
Moammar Oaddafi met in late 
1 977 and where Muhammad 
Masmoudi, a former Tunisian 
cainnet minister who worked for a 
political union between Tunisia 
and Libya in J 974. was in exile as 
an opponent of Nouira's govern- 


ment. 

"The explosion, or rather the 
insurrection of 1978. which 
degenerated into {xllaging. arson,

WASHINGTON — Airline 
passengers 1 0 years from now will 
step into planes with longer but 
less swept'back wings, which may 
have ultra-smooth plastic skins 
and ‘‘wingiets” that Jut straight 
up from the wing tips. 

Fuselages, rather than becom- 
ing more smooth, however, may 
look like a rhinoceros with wrink- 
led skin, at least in sections. Cor- 
rugated grooves along the forward 
section of the body, and'waviness 
aft of the wings, promise less drag 
than today's airplane skins. 

In the “7^ years of the aviation 
age. the emphasis has been to 
always fly faster, higher and 
farther. Now. for air transports in 
particular, designs that save fuel 
and cut down noise are getting 
priority attention. 

The next generation of airliners 
will not have wings that pivot or 
are more swept back, but rather 
the wings will be longer, narrower 
and less swept-back than today's 
transports. John M. Klineberg of 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration said. 


“ We a re not predicting what the 
next generation aircraft will look 
like.”*^ said Klineberg.^ who is 
deputy chief of NASA s office of 
aeronautics and space technology. 
•‘But the new technology NASA is 
developing means they could have 
such features if their de.signers opt 
for it."

The modified KC-135 will have 
wingiets 3 meters tall rising from 
the tips of the ordin^ 20-meter- 
long wings. Each win^et will be 
1 .8 meters wide where it joints the 
wing, and taper to a half a meter at 
its top.

Cost of living soars in India 


NEW DELHI, March 16 (AP)

Debt bill passed 
by U.S. House 


WASHINGTON March 16 
I AP) — The House of Represen- 
tatives has voted to raise the tem- 
porary U.S. government debt ceil- 
ing to S 830 billion, a level the 
administration of President 
Jimmy Carter say's is needed for 
the government to pay its bills. 

TTic House Thursday approved 
the higher debt level 212-195 
after narrowly defeating an effort 
to tack on a requirement fur a bal- 
anced budget by 1981. 'hie bill 
was to go to the Senate. 


The bud^L announced last 
week, contains a particularly stiff 
dose of taxation on products used 
by urban residents, pan of the 
govemmeni's new emphasis on 
assisting rural areas. 

Until the taxes aciualfy go into 
effect, merchants can pocket the 
difference in price. 

Some gasoline stations declared 
themselves “ out of stock " the 
day before the budget was 
unveiled. They “ were virtually 
flooded with petrol the next day " 
with prices nearly I6 per cent 
higher, said one irate letter. 

Gasnfine. already a costly 44 
cents per liter, Jumped to 51 cents. 
Cooking gas now costs eight per 
cent more while the price of a 
one-ton nircondirioner has risen 
by $ 63 from $ 1 .162 to $ 1,225. 

The budget makes special con- 
cessions for relatively affluent 
farmers which, critics say, are at 
the expense of India's uitian mid- 
dle class. 

From Madras,” The Economic 
Times" newspaper reported that 
a survey of middle class families 
earning the equivalent of$ 1 25 per 


month showed that monthly 
expenses would rise by IS per 
cent. 

To add to their wives the city 
dwellers' transport bills are soar- 
ing. 

Last weekend, taxi drivers in 
New Delhi and othercities refused 
to operate in protest against the 
gasoline price increases and 
demanded a fare raise.

Common Market founder dies at 91 


PARIS, Man* 1 6 { AP) — Jean 
Monnet. the man known as the 
“ Father of Europe. ’* died Friday 
at his home near Montfort 
L'Amatoy. sources at the head- 
quarters of the European 
Economic Community reported. 
He was 91. 

Monnet, a political economist, 
was the key figure in the* drive to 
bind the free European nations 
cconomicaDy and politically, but 
during his long career be con- 
stantly sbonned the limeligfaL 

His first major step toward 
European unity was a six-nation 
pool of coal and steel resources. 
formaDy setup in 1 95 1 Seven years 
later it becaune known as the 
European Economic Community. 

Monnet was never a member of 
a government, but was, as Ameri- 
can author Theodore vi^te called 
him. “ a broker of ideas. '* He 
brought statesmen together 
demonstrating bow his ideas were 
in the interest of those concerned, 
persisting when leaders resisted ur 
hesitated. 

Monnet was born in the town of 
Cognac on Nov. 9, 1888, the son 
of a distingmshed French distiller. 
He abandoned the idea of a uni- 
versity education and instead went 
to Canada to sell his father's cog- 
nac, aperiod be has described as 
inv^uable background for bar- 
gaining. 


In 1919 he became dqHily sec- 
retary general of the League of 
Nations. He gradually expanded 
his experiences and contacts, 
reo rganizin g the Chinese railways, 
floating mternational loans and 
handUng legal entanglements. As 
a broker on Wall Street, be made a 
fortune and then lost it in the 1 929 
crash. . 

Monnet rarely took diim polit- 
ical action, but developed tte art 
of making friends and mfiueocii^ 
people. For five decades, be 
counted leaders of the free world 


nations among his close personal 
friends. Presidents Franklin 
Roosevelt, Dwi^t Eisenhower 
and John Kennedy, Gen. George 

Marshall , CcneraliSamo fTiiang 

Kai-Shek, British Prime Ministers 
from Winston Churchill to 
Edward Heath, and French lead- 
ers from Charles de Gaulle to Val- 
ery Giscard (TEstaing liked and 
admired h™ and turned to for 
advice. 

Monnet developed the 
revolntioiiaxy theory that colmi- 
nated in die Conunon Market : 


that nation-states can cooperate 
effectively only to the extent that 
they abandon parts of the 
sovere^ty to a joint anthority. 

Monnefs viaon of a 
Europe is stiO takn% shape. 

Direct elections are scheduled 
for June to choose a paiiianient 
r e pr es enting 260 million Euro- 
pean citizens from moe nations. 


European leaders have 
impleaneoted a jomt monetary 
system, usn^ the curreocy unit 
“ the Ecu.”

U.K. climes face all-out strike 


LONDON. March 16 (R) — 
Angry hospital workers warned 
Britons of an all-out strike next 
week following the governmenf s 
decision tn aDow volunteer help at 
strike-hit ho^itals. 

British Health hfinister David 
Enoals said Thursday that hosfn- 
tals should feel free to call in vol- 
unteers in the face of industrial 
action. 

Over the past month the 
National Union of Public Emp- 
loyees (NUPE) has called out 
thousands of ho^tal workers in 
support of a 40 per cent pay rise 


leaving only a few staff on duty to 
enaUe hospitals to deal widi 
emergencies. 

But, at a meeting Tfaursd^ 
nigh t, angry ftffiriaig voted 
to stop up action cafling oot die 
re maining work^ — portBIS, 
cooks and deaneis — on an aD- 
out strike starting next Wednes- 
day. 

London hospitals have not used 
volunteers during the dispute 
arguing that it w^d only n^e 
the already strained relations with 
the trade unions worse.

PORTSALL, France, March 1 6 
(R) — Winter storms have at last 
sunk the rusting hulk of the 
Amoco Cadiz, and the sea view 
from this Finisterre fishing port is 
as idyDic now as it was before the 
fully-laden supertanker ran on to 
the PortsaD Reefr a year ago. 

More than 200 kflometers of 
rugged coastlme was poUutcd 
when the Liberian-registered ves- 
sel spewed out its entire 223,000- 
ton cargo of crude oil, lutcing 
western Brittany's two staple 
industries — fishing and tourism. 

But just 12 months later, the 
Hnisterre beaches are silvery 
white again, the fishing boats 
come and go with the tide and the 
region’s hotel and restaurant 
owners are preparing for the holi- 
day rush. 

But the apparent return to nor- 
mal has not effaced the bitter 
memories of that stormy night, 
when PoitsaO residents woke up 
to the suffocating stendi of the 
lapping on the beach and in the 
harbor. 

Throughout the summer, 
thousands of troops and volun- 
teers took part in a vast coastal 
cleaning operation, pumping oD 
from the water and scraping 
beaches and harbor bottoms with 
buckets and ^ades — agrotesque 
parody of the missing 
holidaymakers. 

There were almost 1.5 millioa 
fewer tourists in western Brittany 
last summer than in 1977. Even 
resorts untouched by the gigantic 
oQ slick reported wholesale can- 
cellations. 

Fish and seabirds died in their 
thousands, althot^ a year later it 
seems that the damage to coastal 
fish stocks feD short of decimation. 

But some of Brittany’s main 


oyster beds were atuated in the 
two deep '* abers " or inlets juut 
above PortsalL and within hours 
of the wreck ofl rendered the 
entire population inedible. 

The 1 ,000 tons of oysters in the 
abers either .died or had to be des- 
troyed. 

*Tbe region's other main area,, 
the Bay of Moriaix. was polluted 
in its turn and there some 4,600 
tons of sbellfisb had to be written 

off. Experts say it wUlte two years 
before the beds are clean. 

Faced with the world's worst 
man-made pollution disaster, 
local communities banded 


togetiier to sue the supertanker's 
owners, Amooo Interaadonal, 
and its cqierators, SbeD Interna- 
tional, for $ 500 millioa. 

" We want the damages to be 
punitive, '* a local mayor said. 
“ We want to make sure diey <fis- 
suade anyone else wrecking thdr 
tanker on our shores. ” 

Brittany suffered heavy poUu- 
tion after the 1 967 Toney Cwyon 
disaster off southwest England, 
and two tankers — The greek- 
owned Olympic Bravery and tiie 
East German Bohien — wrecked 
off Fuusterre in the two years 
before the Amoco Cadiz.
